The Tobacco pipe in China. 

The Chinese use a handsome little 
water pipe made entirely of brass or 
silver. It, is all in one piece i 
the bowl and neck, whie'.i 
a tube with an upper chamber for the 
tobacco. The merest pinch of long 
cut tobacco fills the howl, ami one till 
ing is only expected lo provide o 
I wo whitfd. The body of the 
contains a neat compartment for 
tobacco. The long elawlik 
the Celestial are Used in re 
Ibis little box for a pinch of tobacco 
as deftly as a pair of I wee/.ers. 
strips of prepared paper are used for 
lighting. This paper burns slowly, 
and when required for lighting the 
pipe is blown into a flame bj a peculiar 
puff. Any ( lolestittl man.* woman or 
child can produce this flame with a 
single puff, but a European acquires 
I he same ability only !>\ considerable 

practice. As each tilling produce onlj 

a, oonple of pUffs, the pipe has to be 
refilled over and over again to obtain 

Batisfaotion. Every time a pinch is 

smoked the reman! is blown out by

ALBANY NOTES. 



When the silent populal ion of this 

city awoke from ;i peaceful night's 

rest Sunday morning last, they were 

all startled to find the atmosphere 

iveied with a thick layer of oloudl 
and cinders, at, first those who reside 
near the railroad, mistook it for the 
cinders and S00t from passing freight 
trains, but those living further up 
town took it for granted that there 

had been a laige < Il ignition during 

the night, or early hours of the morn 
ing. The latter were right, for when 
the daily papers came around, they 
saw huge headlines of I'iiv on the 
lirsl page, and logei her n long account 
of tbe houses and factory that weic 
destroyed. Ii appears that this was 

probably one of the worst fires dl er 
known to have occurred in this city, 
and ihe loss on properly and build- 
ings runs up into hundreds of thou 
sands of dollars. The lire originated 
in the Factory known to Albanians as 

B steam cracker bakery, and ihe il;u, 
spread rapidly till Ihe whole building 
was a mass ol Haines before the first 

engine arrived <>n the spot. Al the 
same nine a heavy gust oi wind was 

prevailing and cinders and embers of 

burnt wood were carried through the 
air and reached far south for half a 

mile, the scene produced oil this spot 

was equal i.o a celebration on the 

fourth of July, wl the heavens are 

literally covered witb rockets, balloons, 

etc To give a clear idea of the 
inienaeness of Ihe heat, we would say 
that plate glass windows were oi'ack 

ed three, to five hundred yards away, 
and not a bouse standing around the 

burning mass escaped a scorching. 
This building, the bakery, wus one of 

the most, prosperous business houses 
in Ihe cily, and the linn hold h I, 

insurance both on stock and fixtures. 

The Insurant ompanies have not yel 

adjusted the estimated loss, and will 

probably lake tWO weeks longer.
